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Program  of  Continuing 
Education 

The  Program  of  Continuing  Education 
offers  an  extensive  range  of  under- 
graduate and  graduate  courses  dur- 
ing the  late  afternoon,  evening  and 
Saturday  morning  hours  each  Spring 
and  Fall  semester,  as  well  as  day  and 
evening  courses  during  two  intensive 
Summer  Sessions. 

The  Program  is  specifically  designed 
to  encourage  part-time  educational 
studies  for  self-enrichment  or  profes- 
sional advancement.  The  emphasis  of 
the  Program  is  to  provide  adult  stu- 
dents with  the  opportunity  to  succeed 
in  one  or  two  courses  at  a time,  as  well 
as  a chance  to  attend  college  while 
holding  a job  or  having  other  respon- 
sibilities which  make  it  difficult  to  at- 
tend college  on  a full-time  basis . 


Off-Campus  Program 

When  it  became  apparent  that  num- 
bers of  students  in  neighboring  cities 
and  towns  were  interested  in  pro- 
grams offered  by  Continuing  Educa- 
tion, an  Off-Campus  Program  was  es- 
tablished. In  1973  five  courses  were 
offered  at  one  Off-Campus  location. 
The  program  grew  rapidly  and  this 
semester,  over  350  imdergraduate 
and  graduate  courses  will  be  offered 
at  more  than  twenty  Off-Campus  cen- 
ters throughout  the  Greater  Met- 
ropolitan Area. 

Input  from  local  commvmities  con- 
tinues to  be  important  to  the  Program. 
Presently  we  are  working  coopera- 
tively in  programs  with  commixnity 
schools,  elementary  and  secondary 
schools,  commimity  colleges,  hospi- 
tals, governmental  agencies,  busi- 


ness, industry,  as  well  as  with  com- 
munity and  professional  groups.  We 
will  expand  these  cooperative  efforts 
in  the  coming  year,  as  we  continue  to 
look  for  opportunities  to  provide  edu- 
cational resources  to  the  people  and 
the  communities  we  serve.

Admissions 

The  Program  of  Continuing  Education 
has  an  open  admissions  policy  to 
course  work.  If  you  have  completed 
high  school  or  have  a General  Educa- 
tional Development  certificate,  you 
may  register  for  undergraduate 
courses;  if  you  have  a bachelor’s  de- 
gree you  may  register  for  graduate 
level  courses.

Auditing

class  work,  but  are  not  required  to 
write  term  papers,  or  take  exam- 
inations.

Student  Classification 

Students  may  register  for  courses  in 
the  Program  of  Continuing  Education 
under  two  basic  categories: 


Grades-Incomplete 

(Undergraduates) 

INC  (incomplete)  may  be  given  when 
all  the  requirements  of  the  course 
have  not  been  completed;  however, 
the  student  must,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  instructor,  have  already  success- 
fully completed  a substantial  part  of 
the  requirements.  In  order  to  receive 
a grade  in  a course  with  a INC  (incom- 
plete), the  student  shall  make  ar- 
rangements directly  with  the  instruc- 
tor. It  is  the  student’s  responsibility  to 
contact  the  instructor. 


Boston  State  College  administers  a va- 
riety of  financial  aid  programs.  These 
programs  are  available  only  to  those 
students  who  are  citizens  or  perma- 
nent residents  of  the  United  States.

UNCLASSIFIED  (Nondegree  Can- 
didates): Students  may  register  for 
courses  as  unclassified  students  if 
they  have  not  applied  for  admission 
to  an  undergraduate  or  graduate 
degree  program.  Registration  in  a 
course(s)  is  equivalent  to  admission 
to  the  Program  of  Continuing  Edu- 
cation as  an  Unclassified  student.

students  interested  in  applying  for 
matriculation  should  follow  proce- 
dures listed  in  the  Graduate 
catalog;  undergraduate  students 
should  schedule  an  appointment 
with  a counselor  in  the  Office  of 
Continuing  Education  before  ap- 
plying for  matriculation.  Although 
it  is  not  always  required,  many 
prospective  degree  candidates  who 
have  been  away  from  formal  accre- 
dited study  for  a lengthy  period  of 
time  have  found  it  beneficial  to 
complete  1 5 credits  of  course  work 
prior  to  applying  for  acceptance 
into  a degree  program.  Under- 
graduate students  may  matriculate 
and  pursue  a degree  through  the 
Program  of  Continuing  Education 
in  most  of  the  academic  programs 
offered  at  the  College.  However, 
certain  programs  requiring 
specialized  course  and  field  work 
or  clinical  supervision  are  available 
only  through  the  Day  Division.  It  is 
suggested  that  undergraduates  in- 
terested in  applying  for  matricula- 
tion talk  with  a counselor  to  discuss 
academic  degree  requirements, 
transfer  credit,  credit  by  examina- 
tion opportunities  and  the  selection 
of  a beneficial  program  of  study. 


Student  I.D.’s 

I D.  Cards  are  required  of  all  students 
and  will  be  requested  for  the  use  of 
the  library  and  other  college  facilities. 
Photos  will  be  taken  at  the  Boston 
Campus  during  Walk-In  registration 
and  during  the  first  week  of  classes. 
The  price  is  $ 1 . 50  and  should  be  in- 
cluded with  your  tuition  and  fees  at 
the  time  of  registration.  Student’s 
possessing  a valid  1977-78  Boston 
State  College  I D.  need  not  purchase  a 
new  I.D.  at  this  time.

These  requests 
will  be  honored  within  two  (2) 
weeks  from  the  time  the  semester 
grade  reports  are  mailed  out. 

Transfer  Students  — 
Undergraduate 

Transfer  credit  is  awarded  only  for 
grades  of  2.0  or  better  obtained  in 
courses  taken  at  accredited  institu- 
tions and  pertinent  to  programs  of- 
fered at  Boston  State  College.  Under- 
graduate students  transferring  to 
Boston  State  through  the  Program  of 
Continuing  Education  should  submit 
official  transcripts  from  each  institu- 
tion attended.  Foreign  transfer  stu- 
dents must  submit  foreign  college 
transcripts  to  the  International  Re- 
search Foundation,  P.  O.  Box  24679, 
Los  Angeles,  California,  90024  for 
evaluation.  After  a student  requests  a 
transcript  evaluation,  records  of  tran- 
scripts evaluated  at  Boston  State  and 
in  California  will  be  available  to  stu- 
dents in  the  Office  of  the  Program  of 
Continuing  Education. 

Undergraduate  Degree 
Requirements 

Once  a student  has  applied  and  been 
accepted  as  a matriculated  student  in 
a degree  program,  the  degree  re- 
quirements of  that  program  must  be 
met.  Degree  candidates  must  com- 
plete a major  and  a minor  concentra- 


tion. A major  concentration  requires 
completion  of  30-36  semester  hours  as 
specified  by  the  department;  the 
minor  concentration  consists  of  18-21’ 
semester  hours  as  specified  by  the  de- 
partment. In  addition,  the  General 
Education  requirements  specified  in 
the  undergraduate  catalog  must  be 
satisfied.  Transfer  students  must 
complete  at  least  thirty  semester 
hours  at  Boston  State  College  to  be 
awarded  a degree.  Department  chair- 
persons must  be  consulted  to  deter- 
mine the  applicability  of  advanced 
transfer  courses. 


Veterans  Information 

Several  forms  of  financial  and  aca- 
demic assistance  are  available  to  vet- 
erans through  the  Office  of  "Veterans 
Affairs,  Room  200,  William  Kennedy 
Lounge.  They  are: 

G.  I.  Bill  — provides  for  monthly 
stipends  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment (up  to  45  months). 

Tutorial  Assistance  — for  those 
veterans  who  encounter  academic 
difficulty,  reimbursement  for  ap- 
proved tutorial  services  is  available 
$65.00  month  to  a maximum  of 
$780.00. 

In  accordance  with  VA  Section  178  (a), 
title  38,  U.S.C.  and  V.A.R.  14203  spe- 
cial attention  will  be  given  to  the  rec- 
ord of  attendance  of  all  "Veterans, 
their  satisfactory  progress  in  their 
courses  of  study,  and  continued  good 
standing  in  all  courses.

Veterans 

WORLD  WAR  II  and  KOREAN 

Any  resident  of  Massachusetts  whose 
service  time  is  credited  to  Massachu- 
setts and  who  served  in  any  branch  of 
the  armed  services  for  at  least  90 
days,  one  of  which  must  have  been 
served  between  September  16,  1940, 
and  December  31,  1 946 , or  between 
June  25,  1950,  and  January  31,  1955, 
and  who  has  a discharge  other  than 
dishonorable,  may  enroll  in  any 
course  offered  without  tuition  charge 
within  established  limitation  of  120 
semester  hours.  To  establish  eligibil- 
ity, a veteran  must  present  his  dis- 
charge (a  photostat  copy  thereof)  and 
DD2 14  form,  together  with  proof  of 
legal  residence  in  Massachusetts 
(from  city  or  town  clerk).  Refunds  of 
tuition  on  the  basis  of  veterans  status 
will  not  be  made  at  a later  date.  All 
fees  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this 
catalog  are  payable  at  the  time  of  reg- 
istration. 

VIETNAM 

All  veterans  who  entered  the  service 
after  February  1,  1955,  must  pay  the 
Program  of  Continuing  Education  all 
tuition  and  fees.  Any  veterans  of  mili- 
tary service  who  do  not  fit  into  the 
categories  World  War  II  or  Korean  are 
considered  non-veterans  for  registra- 
tion purposes.  However,  it  is  possible 
that  some  veterans  who  are  not  eligi- 
ble for  tuition  exemption  from  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  may 
be  entitled  to  reimbursement  or  sub- 
sistence from  the  Veterans  Adminis- 
tration. All  such  arrangements  are 
made  through  the  Veterans  Affairs 
Office,  Room  200K,  telephone  — 
731-3300,  extension  225. 

Refund  Policy 

All  requests  for  refund  of  tuition  must 
be  completed  on  CHANGE  OF  REGIS- 
TRATION FORM  (including  courses 
cancelled  by  the  College). 

FEES  WELL  NOT  BE  REFUNDED  ex- 
cept when  a course  is  cancelled  by  the 
College. 


NO  refunds  shall  be  permitted  for 
teacher  vouchers  presented  after  reg- 
istration. 

NO  refund  is  permitted  if  the  student 
changes  the  status  of  the  course  from 
credit  to  audit. 

Refunds  of  tuition  are  made  to  eligible 
students  as  follows: 

Withdrawal  before  second  schedriled 

meeting 100% 

Withdrawal  before  third  scheduled 

meeting 80% 

Withdrawal  before  fourth  scheduled 

meeting 60% 

NO  refunds  are  made  after  the  fourth 
meeting  of  the  course. 

If  a student  initially  paid  with  Master 
Charge  or  VISA  (BankAmericard)  the 
refund  must  be  returned  as  a credit  to 
the  student’s  Master  Charge  or  VISA 
(BankAmericard)  account  based  upon 
the  above  schedule. 

A student  may  withdraw  from  a 
course  without  academic  penalty  up  to 
the  mid-term  of  the  course.  In  such  a 
case,  no  grade  will  be  given.  Students 
may  withdraw  in  person  in  the  Office 
of  Continuing  Education,  Room  1 lOA 
of  the  Administration  Building  or  by 
letter.  The  date  and  time  that  the  let- 
ter is  received  will  be  the  official  date 
and  time  of  withdrawal.  Telephone 
and  other  unofficial  notices  will  not  be 
accepted  as  notification  of  withdrawal 
or  request  for  refund. 

State  refund  processing  procedures 
usually  require  at  least  a period  of  40 
days  from  the  time  the  refund  is  sub- 
mitted.
